Almost Ready for Wheat Harvest 


Neil McGinley and son, William, of 
the Spring Fork vicinity,,were visitors 
to tin city Saturday and report that 
w heat in the section south of Sedalia 
is commencing to ripen and that some 
fields will be ready for cutting by the 
latter part of the week. 
They say the yield will be light and 
not nearly so heavy as the crop of 
1915. 


Brownsville, Texas, June 17.—The 
second squadron of United States cav­ 
alry, upw ards of four hundred strong, 
are sleeping tonight on Mexican soil 
less than ten miles from Matamoros, 
a town opposite here, where the M ex­ 
ican population, fully armed, are aw ait­ 
ing developments with anxiety. 
The 
soldiers crossing was occasioned by 
pursuit of cavalry under Major Ander­ 
son and Lieutenant Newman on a hot 
trail of Mexican bandits who attacked 
A m erican soldiers near 
San 
Benito 
last night. 
The crossing, which started at IO 
o’clock this morning, was finished at 
sundown at a point about ten miles 
southeast of here. W ithin half an hour 
after the first troops crossed firing 
was heard from the Mexican side, in­ 
dicating at least a part of the bandits 
had been encountered. 
No reports front troops had been re­ 
ceived up to late tonight. 
The situation in M atam oras is seri­ 
ous. 
Every business house iii town 
is closed with the exception of one 
saloon, where arc gathered arm y offi­ 
cers.

garrison, 
learned of the crossing of Americans, 
he at once distributed rifles to men, 
bo>K and even girls. 
Fifteen hundred 
m en under arm s are patrolling the 
streets.

33 
years, 
an 
Italian, was arrested by the local po­ 
lice and detectives at IO o'clock Sat­ 
urday morning while visiting at the 
home ot a friend near 
Postal, 
Mo., 
twenty-two miles northeast of Sedalia, 
on a charge of having robbed a bank 
> Mo., twenty miles from 
Joplin, three weeks ago, and having 
escaped with $3,000. 
Five hours later Mrs. Barri, former­ 
ly Miss Leontine Estes, daughter of 
Mrs. Sophia Estes, of 725 East Fourth 
street, this city, was taken into cus­ 
tody by Chief of Polite John R. Bur­ 
ger and Night Chief of Police John 
Kaiser, and lodged in the county jail 
pending investigation. 
Barri was arrested following the re­ 
ceipt at police headquarters of a tele­ 
gram from Burns detectives at Webb 
City Friday afternoon in which a good 
description of the alleged robber was 
given. 
Roy Bendure, special agent for the 
M., K. & T., who was at police head­ 
quarters at the time the telegram was 
received, because of a former trans­ 
action with Barri. believed him to be 
the party wanted. 
Accompanied by 
Officer Kaiser, a visit was paid to the 
Estes home, where Barri and his wife 
were believed to be staying, but it was 
learned that together with Mrs Estes 
and another daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
3arri had departed for the home of a 
friend near Postal, Mo. 
Saturday morning Chief of 
Police 
Burger, Detective Bendure and Sher­ 
iff Jam es R. Card motored to Postal, 
where they found Barri, sitting in an 
automobile, after having just returned 
from a hunting trip. 
W hen told by 
the officers that he was wanted, ho 
strongly denied his guilt, but offered 
no resistance. 
Ile was 
brought 
to 
Sedalia, lodged in the county jail, und 
the authorities at Webb City notified 
of his arrest. 
Shortly after the supper hour S at­ 
urday Mrs. Barri returned to Sedalia 
and was arrested by the police. 
She 
was placed in the women's corridor of 
the county jail, where she will be held 
awaiting the arrival of the Webb City 
officers. 
Barri has employed Attorney George 
W. Anamosa to defend him. 
W hen searched at police headquar­ 
ters, Mrs. Barri was found to have a 
purse containing more than HOO in. 
bills. 
Barri, when visited in his cell at 
the county jail by a Democrat reporter 
late Saturday night, stated that his 
arrest was the result of a “frame-up" 
on the part of the residents of Webb 
City. 
He stated that while operating 
an athletic hall in that place, he do­ 
nated the use of the hall for a lecture 
under the auspices of the Industrial

Puritans, 
churchmen, 
young squires, solid 
m erchants and 
chattering wives in broad ruffs, bent 
on aping the court ladies. Some were 
listening with 
gaping 
attention 
to 
the 
harranguing 
enthusiasts, 
who 
were setting forth their views in the 
decidedly lurid language of 
the pe­ 
riod. Others were crowded about the 
lotteries, of which there wrera many 
in the church, for religion w'as not in­ 
fluential, m inisters 
were 
few 
and 
the morals of the clergy were lam ent­ 
able. I conversed with some of the 
more interesting of these people and 
found them 
a 
merry, friendly set, 
glad to chatter and cordial enough to 
a stranger. In fact, gossiping was one 
of the favorite pastimes of the age; 
a story started from the barber shop 
or a tavern 
table 
(the Elizabethan 
equivalent, perhaps, of the afternoon 
tea), and spread in every 
direction. 
The bishop with whom I talked gave 
me a deal of interesting information; 
he said that beside the nobles, any­ 
one could call himself a gentleman 
who could live

whom there were too many, for, like 
Lie lawyers, they fcvere 
no further­ 
ance to the commonwealth, but rais­ 
ed the prices

The clergy held a social rank

ed trades and their daughters might 
go out to service. 
“A little later I came across a rud­ 
dy farmer, who seemed very willing

was another 
laboring class,

composed of 
men who worked at trades and who 
had no voice in the commonwealth.

I need 
not tell you aught of his tales,

they are too w'oll known, but to me 
they held the charm of the unusual, 
coming from his own lips. 
\\ bet her I spoke to knight or yeo­ 
man, I inurn! everywhere the same 
friendliness and I may almost say, 
love for Elizabeth. She showed her­ 
self so much and so informally to the 
common people that they 
felt per­ 
sonally acquainted. T h e %people fair­ 
ly reveled in the 
repose 
and pros­ 
perity that were the natural results 
of her 
conservative 
reign. Civiliza­ 
tion, suspended 
so 
long 
by dissen­ 
sions, revived and progressed on ev­ 
ery side. 
Books and education were 
becoming 
less 
unusual. 
Numerous 
gram m ar schools 
taught Latin 
and 
Greek and the universities made pro­ 
vision for the poor students. 
Many 
careers besides that o f the church 
were open to the educated man. 
Overcome by the heat of the crowd­ 
ed place, I left the church and stroll­ 
ed through tho streets of London—a 
tiny London it was, of less than 200,- 
000 inhabitants. Guarded by the Tow­ 
er and crowded by the cathedral, it 
was still surrounded by a wrall pierc­ 
ed by seven gates. The roads pass­ 
ing through them 
w*ere 
lined 
with 
houses, usually of the hollow' square 
pattern. I noticed that on many of 
these houses, 
beneath 
the 
second 
story, w'ere row’s of iron hooks and 
upon inquiring 
as 
to 
their purpose 
was informed that they were used to 
hold hangings 
employed 
as 
street 
decorations in time 
of 
public fes­ 
tivity. 
“I passed many coaches driven bv 
liveried servants, 
who 
wrore 
their 
m aster’s escutecheons on their 
left 
sleeves. They nearly all w*ere dressed 
in blue and buff coats and many ad­ 
ded a ruff, which was the article of 
apparel commonly 
w’orn 
by nobles 
and servants, men and women. 
“As evening came 
on 
the lights 
glimmered in the taverns. 
England 
abounded in good inns and every lit­ 
tle village had one of these excellent 
places of entertainment,, but ♦hose of 
London were the best. But Hie lads 
and lasses began to come out on the 
bowing green and after I had w atch­ 
ed a game or twTo I boarded a coach 
and was driven to the river. 
The 
Thames was crowded with boats and 
'barges of every 
description, 
but I 
preferred to cross the famous London 
bridge and within a fewr m inutes 
I 
was in the 
Bankside 
parks, w'here 
the Londoners went for amusement. 
Here were the renowned 
Paris gar­ 
dens, which all distinguished visitors 
were taken to see. 
These gardens 
were the pridd of 
the 
citizens and 
were the pride of 
the 
citizens and 
were much used as a rendezvous by 
the 
gallants. 
In 
fact, 
the 
w'hole 
“Bankside,” 
with 
its 
taverns and 
gambling houses, 
its 
play 
houses, 
and, worst of all, its bear pits, w'as 
the scene 
of 
much 
roistering and 
vulgar enjoyment. 
“Fatigued by 
the 
cheap laughter 
and coarse pleasures 
of 
the noisy 
throng, I bent my steps toward the 
city, and within a short time I found 
myself walking along 
Picadilly Cir­ 
cus, in the heaft of a modern London, 
with naught remaining of my day’s 
adventure save the memory of some 
of the ifleasantest hours I had ever 
spent.” 
As Sir George concluded his narra­ 
tive the short 
November 
day was 
drawing to a close. The servants en­ 
tered to light the room and we reluc­ 
tantly came 
from 
under 
the spell 
which the noble old 
voice 
had cast 
upon us. I arose suddenly recalling an 
imperative engagement, and made my 
hasty adieux to t<e gentlemen.

the door I glanced back. 
Sir George

compensatory damages at $2,500 and 
the punitive damages at $3,500. 
“We, the jury, find 
in 
favor 
of 
Charles S. Keith and the Central Coal 
and Coke Co." 
Howat, in a statement, declared the 
verdict was a complete vindication of 
his effort to disapprove 
statements 
that he had been paid money in the 
making of a contract. Keith alleged 
he had paid a large sum of money to 
be given Howat. 
Howat maintained 
he never had received money. Haven 
did not appear as a witness at the 
trial, although a deposition that he 
had given the money was read. 
In his instructions, Judge Seehorn 
told the jurors if they believed How’at 
had been slandered they should return 
a verdict against Haven. 
The court 
also instructed if the jurors believed 
there was a conspiracy 
to 
defame, 
they should return a verdict against 
the three defendants.

any party of any time. 
We found our country hampered by 
special privileges, a vicious tariff, ob­ 
solete banking laws and an inelastic 
currency. Our foreign affairs 
were 
dominated by commercial interests 
for their selfish ends. The republican 
party, despite repeated pledges, was 
impotent to correct abuses which it 
had fostered. 
Under our administra 
lion, under a leadership 
which 
lias 
never faltered, these abuses have been 
corrected and our people have been 
freed therefrom. 
Our archaic banking and currency

Did you ever hear of a household 
that didn’t have an ant remedy? How 


many of these same households are 


not looking for a remedy that will 
really work? 
L. Baseman, 
of 
the 


Missouri 
Agricultural 
Experiment 


Station, has been giving special at­ 


tention to the little red ant that usual­ 
ly causes more trouble 
than 
any 
other and has been able to kill it with 
the syrup made from half a pound 
of sugar and a fortieth of an ounce of 
sodium of arsenite. The syrup should 
be made in a double boiler because 
if it is scorched the ants will not eat 
it and the poison must be carefully 
weighed by the druggist 
and 
no 
more than this must be added, for 
twro reasons. (I) It is a deadly poison 
and will be more likely to be danger­ 
ous to animals or persons who pet 
it by mistake if less diluted. 
(2) 
If 
•any more of it is used, the ants de­ 
tect the taste and will not eat it. 
Professor Ilaseman says that the 
ant has a very keen sense of taste 
j and is a most contrary creature, re­ 
fusing to eat many 
of 
the 
things 
usually used in trying to get rid of 
him. 
In fact he finds that the little 
red nusiance eats arsenic syrup bet­ 
ter if it is put on sponges, rags, or 
blotting paper, so it is seemingly hard­ 
er to get than if in an open dish. 
If 
the soaked sponges or rags are put 
into tin cans or glass jars closed up 
except for a little crack as though 
put away to avoid the ants, they seem 
to make a special search for it and 
pass by open dishes of it in favor 
of the closed vessel. 
Professor 
Haseman 
recommends 
this poison especially for 
the 
little 
red ants and says that the real way 
to get rid of any kind of ants whose 
nests can be found is to destroy the 
entire colony with boiling water or 
by 
pouring 
on 
carbon bisurphide, 
which will choke or suffocate them if 
placed so that its poison gas can set­ 
tle down into the nest.

Cent or More of Nicotine, Fa­ 
vored by an Expert. 


(By A G. RUGGLES, U niversity Farm , 
St. Paul, Minn.) 
Tho apple plant louse, aphid, or 
“green bug,” probably will do a tre­ 
mendous lot of damage to tho setting 
fruit. 
We have found that the best 
spray for these insects is a tobacco 
extract containing 40 per cent or more 
of nicotine in the form of nicotine sul­ 
fate. 
Several products are on the 
market, notably Black Leaf No. 40. 
A half pint of this in BO gallons of 
water is very effective. 
If this ma­ 
terial, or an equally good one, is not 
to be obtained on the market, a home­ 
made preparation may be used, but its 
qualities are not reliable. This home­ 
made spray is made as follows:

If the tobacco is used alone, it is bet­ 
ter to add whale oil soap at the rate 
of three to five pounds for every BO 
gallons of the spray. 
Remember, the best time to spray 
in order to prevent wormy apples, is 
just after the blossoms fall. 


SAVING THE GIRDLED TREES 


Injury Wrought by Pigs Rectified by 
Grafting— Well-Developed Roots 
Aided Materially.

About two years ago a friend had 
her

apple 
trees, 
two 
years 
planted, girdled by 3ome pigs that she 
had turned in the same lot. They had 
eaten tho bark to the roots and up 
for a foot.

I told her it was doubt­ 
ful. She then told me to do what I 
thought best. 
As bridging was not 
practical, I cut them off close to the 
ground and inserted two grafts from 
the top of each tree into the root the 
best I could, waxed them thoroughly, 
and 
gave them 
protection.

graft grew. 
The well-developed roots 
caused them to grow wonderfully, and 
I think the trees were quite as large 
in two years as though they had not 
been injured.

In fact, plant-louse eggs have j 
been dipped in pure kerosene and ait- 
erwards have hatched apparently as 
well as the eggs upon other twigs that 
were untreated.
